A doctor said in regard to tne ques

Tha higher type of savage is partic- 


ularly rich in his language; so is the 


higher type of civilized woman. You |_ 
canot restrain either type—both must 


have their way. Women are born 
talkers, and it is scmewhat  signili- 


cant tha: girl babics usually speak 


much sooner than boy babies. 

“That women are more childreh of 
nature and less highly civilized than 
men, is a fact accepted by most 
alienists and psychologists. In the 
first placo women sre notoriously de- 
ficient in logic, Nuw, the ability to 
draw deductions from Icgic, and to 
be actuafed by such lovical deduc- 
tions, is the chief point of difference 
between civilized and uncivilized 
man. The untutored savage weeps 
when he is sad and laughs when he 
is glad, being affected by-no retrain- 
ing influences) Women.in their re- 
lative ability ‘to control superficial 
emotions show that they have not 
advanced as far from primitive ways 
as have men.

Tho 
house was situated on a small farm 
just off the old gravel pit road from 
Earlton station. There was a small 
slashing around the house, and it was 
not until, this caught that Mrs. John- 
zon left the house. With a four weeks 
old baby in one arm, her suitcase in 
her hand and three year old Ida cling- 
ing to her, Mrs. Jobnson pluckily 
made ber way to safety. The other 
three children, Ida, aged ten, Edna, 
aged eight, and Dora, aged six, ac- 
cpmpanied ‘their mother, and were 
forced to trail behind in the race. 

“The fire stretched across the road 
near her home at the time and she 
was forced to travel some fifteen or 
twenty rods through the slashing,’ part 
of which was in flames.

SOMETHING YOU SHUULD ‘KNOW 

With all our learning there are yet 
a great many things we do uot know. 
But the hope in the situation fies in 
the fact. that we are com’ng to know 
more every day. In no field is human 
knowledge extending more surely and 
beneficently than in that of human 
disease. y 

Everyone has heard of infantile par- 
alysis, and there sre not many of us 
indeed who hay? not had a more or 
less intimate personal knowledye of its 
terribly disastrous consequences. For 


hut careful research has found out at 
Jeast something definite about it, That 
something it is important: that ‘erery- 
one shonld know. * 

Infantile paralysis is a summer dis- 
ease, occurring chiefly in the late sum. 
mer and early antumn. This fact, of 
cours auggested the thought that it 
might be due to an insect carrier. And 
investigation has proved clearly that 
such is the case. And one of the car- 
riers at least has been found to be the 
stable fly, scientifically called the 
stomorys calcitrons, which . resembles 
tho common house-fly very much, but 
which is found chiefly around stables 
and lives on\the blood uf animals. A 
series of very careful investigations 
has proved this beyond a doubt, 

We now know why it is that this dis 
vase usually affects only little child- 
ren, who would not be able to protect 
themselves from this fly, and why also 
it occurs chiefly in the Jate suinmer, 
when the fy iy most numerous 
voracious. 

And the moral that comes from this 
knowledge is, of course, manifest. Lit 
tle children should he protected in all 
ways possible” ‘This fly stays around 
stables chiefly, It does not como into 
human ‘dwellings to any great extent 
except as it ‘seeks shelter during a 
storm, Many, of our readers in the 
country, we doubt not, can testify to 
being bitten by a stable fly in the 
house during a rainy day. To yet 
rid of the stable fly altozether will 
probably prove tu be a greater under- 
taing than; tormet rid of the house fly 
but everyting that can be done to 
keep it away from children ought to 
be done.—Christian Guacdian.

Detection and proof of forgery in 


handwriting are best accomplished by 
comparing tho alleged forgery, say ol 


tures that are admittedly yenuine. 
The handwriting of an individual is as 
much a part of his identity as are the 


features of his face, his voice, his 
walk and carridge. Witbont an effort 
that ‘is strained and unnatural, and 


therefore casily: detected,-a man can- 
not counterfeit the features, the voice 
or walk or carriage of another. Se it 
ix with handwriting; the movement of 
the arms and fingers that produces 
the writing of an individual is as un- 
conciously performed as is the move- 
ment of the legs in walking; thus use 
breeds a habit that becomes so con- 
firmed that the man’s walk and hand-

When considering a case of alleged 
forgery, hear in mind the facts abore 
stated and the principles they imply, 
and if you are accustomed ta receive 
and deal with t 
many people, 


correspondence of 
YOLsgre competent to 
give valuable cridence in a court of 
justice on a charge of forgery. There 
are two things to do: 

Ist.—Become familiar with the gen- 
nine signatures as a whele and it will 
be in the mind, through the ese, as 
distinct as any other porsonal charac- 
teristic of the person could be, and 
wherever the signature is seen, on a 
cheque, on a draft, on a note, on a 
deed, on a mortgage, or on a letter, 
it will be recognized as the signature 
of the individual with scarcely the 
possibility of error. 

2nd.—Following the general compar- 
ison it will be well to analyze and com- 
pare the letters forming the words and 
their connections and combinations, 
and what has been conviction as th: 
result of the general comparison will, 
when taken with tho analyses, become 
a moral certainty.

Home Rule Bil. 
Passes,on ‘Third 
Reading by 109 


LONDON, Joly 7.—The Irish Home 
Rule Bill was passed on its third read- 
ing on the second passage in the House 
of Commons tonight. 

Mr. Bonar Law, leader of the Op- 
position, said it was probably the last 
time that Home Rule would be dis- 
cussed calmly in the House. They (the 
Unionists) had hitherto, notwithstand- 
ing provocation, observed the tradi- 
tjons of the House. The Government, 
he said was drifting to inevitable dis- 
aster and a national tragedy. If the 
bill were forced on Ulster without the 
consent of the people the Unionist 
party would support Ulster to the ut- 
most of its power, 

Premier Asquith replied that ho did 
not pretend that the bill could not be 
improved upon, but it was final in the 
sense “hz* its principle would be final. 
1f the Opposition could show that 
there was real danger of persecution 
under the dill they would have both 
the sympathy and support of the Goy- 
ernment, 

Mr, Bonar Law's amendment. that 
the bill be rejected was then voted up- 
on andd efeated by a vote of 352 to 
213. The bill was then passed on its 
third reading amid cheers from the 
Government coalition.

LIBERAL ATTACK ON RAILWAY 
y ve -COMMISSION PARTISAN NONSENSE 





When the House was in session a violent attack was nade on the 
Government. because the Railway Commission, it was claimed, had not 
moved faster in. its investigation into the western freight rates case. 
It_was even insinuated that the Government counsel was doing all pos- 
sible to delay progress. The Liberal members who were responsible for 
the attack disclaimed that they were itttacking the Railway Commission 
although no other interpretation could be put upon their words. 

However developments since the House closed, show how ridiculous 
and how partisan was the attack. The Railway Commission held a sit- 
ting in June when the government counsel outlined their case. Instead 
of delaying matters it. was found out that they had been exceedingly in- 
dustrious and through expert rate men who had been engaged almost 
two years work had been crowded into six months. Briefly, their stand 
was that ‘the cost of carrying freight should be based on the cost of 
transportation, ‘and on this line of reasoning, they built up their case 
and-presented an enormous amount of figures to show why. rales should 
be reduced. In order to complete exhibits and to give the railways tine 
to make reply, a nine weeks adjournment was allowed, though Cl 
man Drayton in making the adjournment made it plain that he wanted 
no unnecessary delay and the case must be pushed to a rapid conclusion. 

Incidentally it is interesting 10 note that on July 1 there went into 
effect new express rates which will give for the West a reduction of no 
Jess than twenty per cent., and which are a result of an order issued 
by Chairman Drayton, of the commission, appointed by the Borden 
Government. This is the first substantial rate reduction the west has 

“ever secured, and the credit is all due to the Borden Government and 
Chairman Drayton, appointed by the present administration. 

Just how valuable the new rates will be to Western Canada can- 
not very well be estimated in advance, but it is believed that the re- 
duction of approximately twenty per cent. will go a long way towards 
reducing. the cost’ of living as eggs, butter, milk and fruit will -now be 
Shipped for that much less. One company alone it is said wilk-l6s¢ 
$250,000, which may be made up by increased trade. 

The western reductions will also result ina decrease in the cost 
of express shipments from Eastern Canada to the West as the consum- 
er will get the advantage of the reduction in rates from Sudbury west. 

For instance, from Montreal to. Saskatoon the present rate on a 
hundred pounds is $7.25, and under the new rate it will be a dollar less, 
cr $6.25.

habit, these insects were given the 
proper*nawe of flea-beetles. In size 
they range. from one-lwentietlr to, one- 
quarter of an inch.

LIQUOR IN BRITAIN 


Licenses Show a Steady Decline In 
England end Waics 


The fatert statistics Issued by the 
Home Office in regard to the operation 
And administration of the laws relat 
ing to the enle of intoxicating Iquors 
Jn England ard Wales provide som 
very instructive figures. Whethet 
these figures.go to prove Britfners 
are becoming a more sober nation or 
hot readers cnn form their own optn- 
lons, with the plain, undiluted facts 
defore them. At the beginning of the 
{ast fiscal year there were in ‘England 
ind Wales 91,247 premises licensed 
for the sale cf alcoholic stimulants 
to be consumed cn cr off such preml- 
tes, and which are known as on- 
ileenses. In addition, there were 
24,115 premises licensed for the sale 
2% such stimulants to be consumed off 
the premises, and which are referred 
to as off-licences. These/ figures, It 
might be noted, give an average of 
ebout’ three Hcensed houses for each 
1,000 of the population. 

One outstanding feature revealed 
by these statistics Is that the number 
of lNeensed houses has for some years 
been steadily decreasing. The year’s 
figures show a decrease of 1,237. In 
the on-licenecs and 323 In the off 
Since 1895 tho number of 
on-licenses has gone -dowr from 103,- 
341 to 91,247,.and-duting the samo 
deriod the off-licetiscach§¥e been re 
duced from 26,405 to 24,116."

Traffic In Russia, , 

Bince the edict of June 6, 1804, the 
production and sale of vodka, that fiery, 
drink in which most Russians delight, 
have been controlled by the gdvern- 
ment Of the 50,000-places engeged in 
the vodka traffic in Eurogean Russia 
more than one-balf are conducted by, 
tbe state under the direct supervision 
of the ministry of finance. 

Most of the employees in the gover 
ment yodka shops are widows ‘and 
orphans of deceased officials of the 
state. These shops are conducted in 
an orderly manner, and no drinking is 
permitted on the premises. The fact 
that a charge ranging from 1 cent ta 
9 cents is made for the bottf in which |. 
the vodka is sold has given rise to q

AMENDMENT TO THE FRUIT 
MARKS ACT 


ee — 


The Dairy and Cold Storage Com- 
missioner Las just issued a circular 
giving the recent amendments to the 
Inspection and Sale Aci with the new 
regulations, The amendments chiefly 
concern imported fruit. 

Hereaiter the words “Packed by" 
must precede the name and address 
of the packer aa marked on any 
closed package of fruit intended for 
sale. 

A new section is sdded empowering 
the Goversor in Council to make 
regulations regarding the branding, 
marking. and inspecting of imported 
fruit. Persons violating such regula. 
tions are liable to a fine of not inore 
than fifty dollars and costs, of in de- 
fault of payment, to imprisonment 
lor a term not exceeding one month.

As rumored, Mrs. Pank- 
hurst had planned another dramatic 
appearance at the Pavilion Theatre at 
the weekly: suffragette meeting. Elev- 
en militants were’ arrested’ in’ the 
Pavilion early in the day, and later 
the detectives kept vigil without ex- 
pecting her to appear. The hope of 
sensational developments drew large 
crowds from* the surrounding thor. 
oughfares. The police had the great- 
est difficully securing a passage for 
traflic.

Athletic recklrsences is a : sowing 
health menace, says a widcly known 
physician: The enthusiasts for phys! 
cal education have hitherto failed to 
emphasize the important distinction 
between these strenuous | crformunces 
which tax the bedy to its utmost 
(comprehended In the term “ath: 
letics") and = that 








exercise of the 
bodily functions more appropriately 
included under the designation “phys! 
eal education.” 

Europeans have a happy expression 
for the employment of their bodily 
activities In the word “sport,” which 
iinplies the .cou:bination of a healthy 
spirit of pleasure and satisf: ction, ay 
which we call exercise, 
have long been under the dominance 
of so-called “trainers,” frequently men 
of keen judgment and technical skill, 
but usually perrons without any Byste- 
matle acquaintance with physiological 
truths. ‘Their sote concern {> to turn 
out a winning team or a victorious 
athletic glunt. 

Universally athletics and theoonduct 
of Intercollegiate contests should te 
celve a more serlous consideration 
from‘ those who assume responsibility 
for these features of college iife. This 
is a most timely moment in which to 
inaugurate a campaign against ath- 
letic recklessness, If college athletics 
of today are a menace to health, they 
cannot escape the attack of those who 
are alert for every evidence of human 
extravagance and waste. 

The best intellectual feature of rival 
contests—the encouragement for each 
Tan to put forth the best that Is In 
him and to exerclse his own Ingenuity 
fn the development and maintenance 
of an efficient, superior body—Is sup- 
pressed—by the advent of that guar- 
dian salnt—the trainer. It can be 
freely admitted that the cultivation 
of physical intelligence furnishes a 
Valuable asset to man in derelop|ng 
coordination sud promotip; health 
and happiness.

Solving Mystery 
Of Fishing Trips 


Body of Disappearing Brockville 
Moulder Taken from River Near 
Ogdensburg. 


BROCKVILLE, July 21.—The mys- 


tery surrounding the disappearance 
of Wesley Doran, the — Hrockville 
moulder, who had not been seen since 
the 12th inst., when he feft home on a 
fishing trip on the river in company 
with Nathan Empey, partially 
cleared up today by the finding of his 
Lody on the American side near Og- 
densburg, about fourteen miles from 
the vicinity where Doran is supposed 
to have been drowned—whether by ac- 


wis 


cident or otherwise, an investigation 
will endeavor to determine. 

Upon word being received here by 
the chief of police, relatives were at 
once notified and proceeded to Ogdens- 
burg, where the body was identified 
and brought home. Immediately ‘af- 
ferwards Coroner Jackson opened an 
inquest, which was adjourned for the 
hearing of evidence. 


Although the police save béen work. 
ing hard on the case throughout the 
week there are no new developments 
since the arrest of Empey on a charge 
of manslanghter sworn to by C. W. 
Place, brother-in-law of the deceased. 
Such a serious move was considered in 
many quarters to have been prema- 
ture in view ‘of the hody not having 
been found, but no objection was tak- 
en by the defence in view of the Crown 





readily axsenting to bail, which was 
granted until the 26th inst. The re- 
sult of the coroner's inquest in’ the 
meantime will guide the course of the 
Prosecution when Empey's hearing is 
resumed, 


that Doran, on their way to Brock- 
rille from Black Charles's Island, 
translerred to another skiff occupied 
hy two men and proceeded up the 
river again. That was the last he af- 
firms that he saw of his companion 
with who he had started ont a tew 
hours before fishing. The men were 
unknown to Empey, but Doran is al- 
leged to have been quite friendly with 
the pair, one of them ’*Fred.”” 

The police have been absolutely un- 
able to establish the identity of the 
strangers or find tho least trace’ of 
them.

Doran and 
Empey worked together on the same 
floor, as moulders’ for seven years, and 
there is nothing to show but what 
they were tho best of © friends. ‘The 
dead man was a lifelong resident of 
Brockville and was about forty sears 
of age. His wifo and -family ‘have 
heen, living for some years in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, where ho supported, then.

WARNING IMMIGRANTS. 





Government Advising Oniy Farmers, 
Laborers and Domestics To Come. 


OTTAWA, July 25.—Hon. Dr. Roche, 
Minister of the Interior, stated to the 
Canadian Press yesterday that though 
there is much wisdom on the part of 
the Dominion Trades and Labor Con- 
gress in warning prospective emi- 
grants in Great Britain against com- 
ing to the cities of Canada unless 
they have positions waiting for them, 
he believes that there is still a de- 
mand for farm laborers all over the 
country. 

Dr. Roche emphasized that every 
immigration agent in Great Britain 
had teccived instructions to rather dit 
courage any emigrants not having 
positions awaiting them from coming 
to the citics of this country. In all 
the literature published by the De- 
partment of the Interior and circulat- 
ed freely in the Old Country, the fol- 
lowing warning is printed in bold type 
and headed “Important; 

“Farmers, farm laborers and female 
domestic servants are the only people 
whom the Canadian Immigration De- 
partment advisescto go to Canada. 
All others shouldyget definite assur- 
ance of employment before leaving 
home, and have money enough to sup. 
port them for a time in case of 
disappointment,”

CARE OF FLOORS — 


Never Use Water on Waxed Floore— 
Wet Cloth For Paint 
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If one only knows how, nothing 1s 
easier than the care of a well finished 
floor, Wa:er should never be used 
on & wax floor. The less water used 
on any floor the better. Painted, var- 
aished and olled floors may be cleaned 
with crude petroleum, Dip a woollen 
cloth in the petroleum and rub the 
Doards with It. When the entire foor 
has been cleaned Jn this manner close 
the room for a few hours. Cover an 
old floor brush with a plece of clean 
woollen cloth and rub the floor hard. 
This will remove any superfiuous oll, 
and polish the floor. Occasionally add 
Balf a pint of parafine oll to each 
quart of petroleum. This will keep 
the floor In fine condition. It is most 
fmportant that every particle of su- 
perfuous oit shall be removed in the 
manner 1 have indicated. If this is 
neglected many times the oll will hold 
the dust and you will soon have a 
dark dingy floor. Palnted, varnished 
and olled floors can be wiped with a 
cloth which has been wrung out of 
water. This will remove the dust, but 
will not add to the lustre. Waxed 
floors should be dusted with 2 -soft 
cloth or dust mop, To remove dirt; 
apots-from such floors wipe witb al 
cloth which hag been dampened with 
turpentine. This will remove the wax, 
and it will then be necessary to go 
over the spots with a cloth slightly 
moistened with wax.

Ho went north 
on one of the ships taking supplies to 
Port Nelson and will spend all summer 
and fall making his investigation. 

It is believed that the Bay is swarm- 
ing with fish and that a great industry 
can be developed. If this is true, with 
tho road to the Bay completed, there 
will bo infinite possibilitics for the 
growth of such an industry with the 
Prairio provinces..

I have felt 
that I wanted above all-things during 
my visit here to shaké ‘hands with a 
man in whom the American people had 
so much trust that they placed filty 
million dollars in his ands, and told 
him to yo ahead and.spend it as he 
thought would best serve the country 
in the controversy * with: Spain. It 
was a wonderful evidesice of trust and 
confidence, Mr. President, and { am 
proud to meet the man who was deem-

and modern nation.’ 1

TO TURN DESERT INTO HUGE 
LAKE 

Recent cemputations go to prove 
that it would take forty years to flood 
the Suhara Desert, as has been pro- 
posed, making it an inland sea, by 
cutting through a canal from the 
Mediterranean. Beside this titantic 
project the Paname canal is like the 
work of some small boy digging 
hole in the sands of the bench. A 
curious engineer, looking into the fea- 
sibility of the scheme, arrived at the 
following figures :— 

“This area has — 6,969,600,000,000 
squure feet. There sre 525,600 min- 
utes in a year. To put one foot otf 
water over this surface in a year 
would require the eanal te carry a 
little over 13,200,000 cubic feet of wa- 
ter per minute. As the evaporation 
in Sahara would probably be not less 
than five feet per annum, the canal 
would have to carry 66,000,000 feet 
per minute to provide for this evap- 
oration. A canal having a body of 
water 100 feet wide and 25 feet deep 
would provide for this if the flow 
were five miles per hour, but five 
miles per heur for an ayerage would 
make a very swift stream in the cen- 
tre. Hence the canal would have to 
be about three times us wide to pre 
vent the banks from being washed 
away. :

mother cannot do this herself. Pre 
Vention 1s better than cure, and in 
this case the prevention fs a simplo 
matter. Watch the baby’s food, first 
of all, and then be scrupulously care 
ful to keep overything connected with 
his feeding perfectly clean.
